floating them down the river to be made into flawless wall and ceilthg 
panels. 

One hundred and eighty square miles of unexcelled fibre material 
are contained in these holdings of The Beaver Products Company, 
Inc., insuring for years to come the uniformly superior quality of 
the only virgin-spruce-fibre wall board on the market. 

The spruce logs are received by mills down the river where they are 
sawed into convenient lengths and stripped of their bark. From there 
they are shipped to our plant at Thorold, Ontario, the largest and 
most modern of its kind in the world. Then they are shredded into 
fibres, fibres that are longer, tougher and more sinewy than those of 
reworked material or of inferior woods. 

Twenty-six layers of this virgin-spruce-fibre are rolled and re-rolled 
through huge laminating machines as long as some city blocks, into 
one clean, sturdy panel of Beaver Wall Board. The long fibres are 
thoroughly meshed and bonded with a fire-proofing binder. The 
surface layers are then specially calendered as the first step in pro- 
ducing the superior Art Mat Surface of genuine Beaver Wall Board. 
This laminating process and those to follow are completed both at 
Thorold and at our mammoth new plant at Buffalo, N. Y. 

Next, every panel passes slowly through a special kiln that drives 
out the excessive moisture and seasons the board. This process is 
carefully regulated, even to the extent of considering the atmospheric 
conditions of that part of the world to which the finished board is to be 
shipped. 

With this completed, each panel is double-sized and primed on both 
sides to seal it completely against the penetration of moisture and to 
prepare it for decoration. This is done by our exclusive, patented 
“‘Sealtite’’ process. 

Lastly comes the famous RED BEAVER BORDER, printed on all 
panels of genuine Beaver Wall Board before they are bundled and 
shipped to every part of the world—to beautify the finest of buildings 
as attractive, durable walls and ceilings.

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How to Plan the 
Beaver Wall Board Room 


It’s careful planning that “makes” the Beaver Wall Board 
room. Being an unusually versatile wall and ceiling material, 
this is to be expected. The very fact that it is not bound by be 
one fast system of handling, that such a variety of effects are é 
so easily secured, allows of thoughtful planning and this is 
something much to be desired in building the most distinctive 
and pleasing interiors. 

The things which largely determine the finished effect are 
the paneling arrangement, the style of mouldings and the 
color scheme employed. These also directly bear on the cost 
and particularly is this true as regards the selection of wood 
trim. 

So the first step in planning the Beaver Wall Board room 
is to picture in your mind the general design desired. Through- 
out this book are illustrated rooms of various panel arrange- 
ments in which the different styles of mouldings have been 
used. These in themselves should serve as helpful suggestions 
for everything excepting the actual color scheme, and they 
are supplemented by a full discussion of decoration. But to 
give you every possible aid, we have established a free design 
and decoration service at our Buffalo office as explained on 
page 30 of this book. Our designers will be glad to give your 
problems individual attention and furnish your carpenter with 
complete working plans and decorative suggestions, if you 
desire. 

With a definite idea in mind of the finished result, the next 
step is to lay out the work. Three drawings that are typica] 
are shown on this page. The first is just a rough sketch with 
dimensions entered. The second is drawn to scale. The third 
carries out the paneling design and from it can be ordered the 
right sizes and number of Beaver Wall Board panels required 
and the correct amount of each type of wood trim for finish- 
ing off the job. 

Now let us consider the determining factors in selecting the 
panel arrangement. The simplest is an even division of the r 
walls and ceilings, using either 32” or 48” panels, practically 
following the spacing of the studding and joists. Using wide 
wood strips over the panel intersections and securing the right 
relation of color tones between them and the painted panels 
always gives a pleasing effect and the most economical one. 
However, with a little additional expenditure in time and 
moulding material, greater distinctiveness is secured and a : 
greater variety throughout the building. 

As to the walls themselves, there are two main schemes of 
paneling. One is with the panels running from baseboards to 
ceiling and the other is with the use of frieze, dado, or both, 
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constructed with horizontal panels above or below the vertical 
ones. As a general rule, the second plan should not be used in 
the low room, under nine feet in height, because its effect is to 
make any room seem lower. However, where narrow vertical 
side wall panels are employed to offset that effect, the frieze or 
dado may be used even though the room is below standard 
height. 


The tendency of those who are not familiar with the value 
of paneling as a medium of design is to eliminate as much 


=] 
| 
lo a ee paneling as possible. This is a mistake. It is not always 


| best to use wide panels, especially in the small room. You 
will find attractive rooms pictured in this book in which panel 
. strips have been placed even between the intersection of the 


Beaver Wall Board panels. 


Numerous variations are made in the frieze design. In one, 
the frieze continues unbroken around the room. In another, 
each vertical panel moulding comes up through it to the ceil- 
ing. In a third, only those vertical strips nearest the corners 
extend to the ceiling. Sometimes it is every other one and 
there are further variations. 

Whatever the wall design used, symmetry must be secured. 
This would be comparatively simple were it not for the doors 
and windows, though with a little study, balance is easily 
[| =. [] secured on each wall and for the room as a whole. The usual 

variation in the different walls can really be used to advantage 


to secure more interesting interiors. Each wall should be con- 


alee sidered first as one unit and the openings as continuing the 
E | i full height of the room—then divide the intervening spaces as 
J evenly as possible, being careful not to get a noticeable dif- 


] ference between the designs of the different walls. Study the 
panel designs on this and other pages of this book to see how 
this is handled. 

In paneling the ceiling, the main consideration is to have it 


conform in simplicity or elaborateness with the walls. It may 
vary from the simple division of the space to the working out of 
various symmetrical designs. A border, crossing at the cor- 
ners, a border with large corner squares, a center square with 
a border mitred to the corners, and even more elaborate varia- 
tions are used. 


Though a few paneling designs limit the style of wood trim, 
generally there is a wide variation in the type that can be 
selected after the paneling design has been determined. There 
are three main classes of moulding work, the plain, flat strip, 
the more decorative style in which a panel mould dresses up 
a Se the flat strip, and the box beam used on some ceilings. These

Here is shown a room in which the simplest and most 


economical treatment is carried out. Notice that the panels 


run from baseboard to ceiling and that the ceiling is simply 
divided. The mouldings are plain flat strips, except at the 
juncture of wall and ceiling where the two flat strips often used 
are replaced by a sprung moulding. 

It is attractive nevertheless, as the wood trim is not narrow 
or flimsy and is nicely finished in ivory to harmonize with the 
light tones of the walls and ceiling. An equally good result 
could have been secured with darker tones for both. Even 
this simplest of treatments for Beaver Wall Board, will en- 
hance the beauty of any room.

The further addition of box beam ceilings gives the rich, sub- 
stantial effect, more often desired in the living room, dining 
room, or library. A room carefully proportioned, with box 
beam ceilings and artistically decorated walls, leaves little to 
be desired for the finest home. 

The panels in light tones with mouldings painted or enam- 
eled in white, ivory or grey, or in dark, plain or mottled walls 
with dark natural finish oak trim and beams, are only two of 
the pleasing treatments that can be so well handled with 
Beaver Wall Board. 

Here too, we have given the moulding and beam construc- 
tion and listed the materials for the treatment illustrated. 
There are many styles of box beams but the one below is 
typical of good construction.

Beaver Wall Board offers such unlimited possibilities for 
variety that it is impossible to give all of the distinctive 
treatments and interest-adding refinements that have been 
worked out by interior decorators and owners during the past 
sixteen years. But it is possible here, to add suggestions that 
will apply to the majority of rooms which would seem to 
require unusual handling, on subjects that have been covered 
only in a general way by the preceding pages. 

Take the matter of getting symmetry in paneling—some- 
times the windows and doors are somewhat difficultly located 
or it is hard to work around a jog in laying out the ceiling, 
but after all, it is not hard to meet these problems. 

Notice the second illustration from the top of the next 
page. See how the ceiling was handled along the stairway 
and jog beyond it. In the room at the bottom of this page 
the French doors were located at an awkward distance from 
the corner, too far for a single panel and too near for’ two 
panels of the width used on the other walls. Notice how 
nicely the paneling was arranged to keep the general sym- 
metry. See how the ceiling was treated in the fourth illustra- 
tion from the top of the opposite page. The built-in office cut 
up the room, as did the pillar in the left foreground. A box 
beam continued from the corner of the built-in office divided 
the ceiling for more easy handling. In the rest room at the 
bottom of the same page, a large ceiling was effectively broken 
up and the pillars used to advantage by the building-in of 
wide, false beams. 

Each of the illustrations has in it something of interest as 
regards paneling treatment. Starting at the top of this page, 
see how well the plate rail, alcove and the simple beams in 
the ceiling worked out in this dining room. 

The high office room below it is a good example of working 
around irregular openings and relieving unusual room height 
with a wide frieze. It also shows the richness of mottling 
the painted walls and the decorative effect of stenciling. 

The sun parlor has made a nice use of enameled wood 
work, narrow paneling and simple stencils. 

The display room below it has used the extra wide flat strip 
very well, though the frieze might better have been left out 
because of the low ceiling. Notice how the ceiling beam in the 
foreground was finished off inexpensively. 

The last picture on this page shows some fine work on the 
ceiling beams. See how the lighter cross beams were used. 

An effect of narrow paneling and heavy mouldings was 
secured in the room at the top of page 19 by stenciling and 
two-tone decoration of the Beaver Wall Board panels. 


* 
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The second picture, as has been pointed out, shows good 
handling of a staircase opening. Take note that the ceiling 
strips do not join the vertical wall strips. This illustrates a 
principle that if followed prevents “cutting off” of a room by 
continuation of ceiling strips down the walls. 

The third illustration is taken from one of the finest Beaver 
Wall Board homes and shows what attractive results are ob- 
tained with plain wall battens. The strips are wide and heavy 
and though the grain shows, are handled with an antique fin- 
ish, dull rubbed. They have just the right contrast with the 
light tones of the walls. The beams are plain timbers finished 
in the same way. The wall panels are mottled. 

The large office is interestingly finished. The walls and 
ceilings are light in tone and richly paneled and stenciled. 
Such an office is light, cheerful and free from the monotony 
of plain walls—a pleasant place to work. 

The ceiling of the hotel dining room was given prominence 
in the next-to-the-last illustration because it shows such an 
excellent box beam treatment. Notice how the massiveness 
is relieved by the smaller cross beams. Also see how the 
narrow paneling below with its heavy panel strips, is used 
to carry out the general type of construction. 

In the last picture, a large room has been most cleverly 
worked out. Such rooms, partitioned off in the large store 
or factory are given a home-like atmosphere and comfort 
with Beaver Wall Board that is difficult to obtain with any 
other wall and ceiling treatment. 

You will see that in all of these rooms, though they are 
not reproduced in their natural colors, that care is taken to 
prevent too great contrast between the tones of the mould- 
ings and the Beaver Wall Board panels. Also, you will notice 
adherence to the principle of having the tones lighter in the 
frieze and as light, or still lighter, in the ceiling as compared 
with the vertical panels on the side walls. Flat tones always 
should be used on Beaver Wall Board excepting in such rooms 
as for utilitarian purposes are better decorated with enamel 
finish. 

As to actual color combinations, taste varies so greatly that 
we hesitate to list these. Also, the color scheme of the room 
furnishings should be considered in determining the one to be 
used. Every home owner today has a pretty good idea of the 
most effective ones, has available innumerable suggestions and 
will usually prefer to carry out his own ideas. We would 
emphasize our previous suggestions, however, in regard to use 
of soft tones, avoiding great contrast, etc. Your decorator 
will be of help to you or, if you will give our designers the 
information pertaining to your particular rooms as outlined 
on page 30 of this book, they will be glad to include carefully 
determined color suggestions in accordance with their wide 
experience in interior decorat:on. 
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Using Beaver Wall Board 


in New Construction 


In new frame buildings, Beaver Wall Board is simply nailed to the 
studding and joists, painted and paneled with decorative strips or 
mouldings nailed over the intersections. The only preparation neces- 
sary is to add “‘headers’’, 2” x 4” or 2” x 2” pieces of wood placed be- 
tween studding and joists to provide nailing surface for the ends of the 
panels of Beaver Wall Board, as determined by the panel design. 


All edges of panels must be nailed, and between the edges to the in- 
termediate studding and joists as well. Use three-penny flat head nails 
for the edges, placing them about six inches apart and not less than 
three-eighths of an inch in from the edge. For nailing to the interme- 
diates, use three-penny finishing nails and place them about twelve in- 
ches apart, countersinking them slightly. The center nailing should be 
filled with plaster of paris which is allowed to dry, sanded off, and spot- 
ted with shellac before painting the surface. When the decoration is 
dry, the panel strips are nailed in place. For detailed instructions, ask 
for a copy of ‘““The Application and Decoration of Beaver Wall Board.”

Many builders prefer to 
fur the walls, as is done in applying over 
brick or concrete. This method is better 
when the walls and ceilings are quite un- 
even and saves any bother locating the 
studs and joists when nailing the panels. 
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Decorating Beaver Wall Board 


Decorating Beaver Wall Board is mighty satisfying work, so easily 
are the finest effects secured. It is already sized by the famous “‘Seal- 
tite” process and no priming coat is necessary. 

A good quality, flat oil paint will always give the best results. It 
saves time to give the ceiling panels their first coat before nailing in 
place, though more care in handling is required by this method. Two 
coats are sufficient and advisable as compared with single-coat work, 
though Beaver Wall Board takes paint very economically. 


Always avoid too-vivid colors, remembering that a large area comes 
up stronger than on the small tab of the color card. While mottling is 
especially easy to do on Beaver Wall Board, it requires considerable 
skill to get the richest effects and should be done by an experienced 
decorator. 
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In finishing the wainscot of Beaver Wall Board Tiled in the kitchen, 
bath room, restaurant or other room where it is used, a good procedure 
is as follows: first apply a coat of one half cup pure linseed oil to the 
quart of flat white paint; second, apply one or two coats of straight 
flat paint; third, apply one or two coats of half flat paint and half 
enamel; fourth, apply one or two coats of straight enamel. A very 
satisfactory job will be secured by using the one coat in each instance 
where we have specified “‘one or two’, though the extra coat in each 
case will insure an unusually fine finished effect. Sand with fine sand 
paper between each coat.
